Bike parking rights cause confusion

Chicago cyclists might have more to worry 
about than bike thieves when parking their 
bikes outside. 

Some building managers don’t want people 
locking up bikes near their entrances, and will 
go as far as cutting them off the fixtures they 
are locked to, even if it’s public property, cy- 
clists tell RedEye. 

A Humboldt Park woman said she locked 
her bicycle to a pole on the sidewalk near 
AMA Plaza, 330 N. Wabash Ave., one day in 
early August. When she returned hours later, 
the bike was missing. She didn’t realize the 
curbside pole had a “No Bike Parking” sign 
on it, either, but it didn’t matter: The pole was 
city property, according to bicycle advocates, 
and she was within her right to park there. 

An employee for the advocacy group Ac- 
tive Transportation Alliance saw security rep- 
resentatives from the building removing the 
bike midday Aug. 8 and left her a note. 


‘Lumberjack 
bandit’ strikes

Brandon Holmes says he has no idea who 
stole his bike early Tuesday morning, but it 
must have been a lumberjack. 

When Holmes, 25, exited Nick’s Beer Gar- 
den in Wicker Park around 3 a.m., his bike 
was gone. On the ground was the tree he had 
locked it to, sawed in three pieces. 

“The lumberjack bandit, man, just cutting 
trees in half” Holmes told RedEye. “It just 
looked like it was violently tampered with.” 

The Humboldt Park resident said he paid 
about $450 for the brown SE-Lager 14 racer 
a few months ago. Stressing that he was be- 
ing sarcastic, Holmes said he “respected” the 
thief for the effort that went into taking it. 

He said he locked the bike to the tree be- 
cause bicycle racks in the area were full. 

“It makes me want to tell the city to make 
more bike racks,” he said. “They are kind of 
stingy about it.” 

According to Ted Villaire, communications 
director for the Active Transportation Alli- 
ance, it is legal to lock a bike to a tree as long 
as it is on public property. However, the alli- 
ance discourages the practice because thefts 
like the one Holmes experienced can occur, 


and also because it could damage the tree.

The woman, Susie Copithorne, 32, said 
ATA officials helped her recover the bike 
from building management. 

She said the building’s security attempt- 
ed to cut through her bike lock, and when 
that failed, they unbolted the pole from the 
ground and lifted the bike, similar to how a 
thief might take a bike attached to what is 
known as a “sucker pole” that is not fully bolt- 
ed to the ground. 

“Removing bikes from city poles is illegal, 
which I wouldn't have known if members 
from ATA had not seen it happen and left the 
note,” Copithorne said. “Or if by some chance 
I was there to witness the confiscation, I 
would have naively apologized to the building 
owners because I didn’t know my rights.” 

Officials from Riverview Realty Partners, 
the company that manages the building, did 
not respond to requests for comment. On 
Wednesday, the bike parking sign was gone.

ATA, said he has heard about other instances 
of building managers trying to prevent or re- 
moving bike parking near their building en- 
trances— some with merit and some without. 

“The Chicago municipal code clearly allows 
bicyclists to lock to poles,” he said. “Locking 
to private property on the other hand, or pe- 
destrian infrastructure, then people can ex- 
pect to have [their bikes} removed.” 

In the case of Copithorne’s bike, Jenkins 
said he went to the building to try to stop se- 
curity from removing the bike, without suc- 
cess. He then reported the incident to the 
city’s 311 hotline—the best course of action, 
he said, if one see’s a bike removal unfolding. 
Or, if the bike removal seems to be an act of 
theft, he said an onlooker also could call the 
Chicago Police.

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Divvy expansion delayed 


Plans to add 175 stations 
and 1,750 bikes this year 
pushed back because of 
supplier’s bankruptcy

Chicago’s Divvy bicycle-sharing program 
plans to add 175 stations and 1,750 bikes in 
the spring, the city will announce Thursday, 
a behind-schedule expansion that will extend 
the program as far north as Touhy Avenue and 
as far south as 75th Street. 

The expansion, originally planned for this 
year, was delayed because of the bankruptcy 
of a company that supplied equipment to 
Divvy’s contractor. 

Montreal-based Public Bike System Co., or 
Bixi, announced in January that it was filing 
for bankruptcy protection. 

The Chicago Department of Transporta- 
tion said at the time that Divvy’s daily op- 
erations and expansion plans would not be 
affected, but city officials have since said the 
contractor, Alta Bicycle Share Inc. of Port- 
land, Ore., has had problems acquiring new 
equipment since the Bixi bankruptcy. 

“Alta is in the final stages of vetting multiple 
supplier options, all of whom have commit- 
ted to spring delivery time frames,” CDOT 
spokesman Pete Scales said Wednesday. 

Divvy has grown to more than 2.3 million 
individual trips since the bike-share program 
was launched in June 20133, city officials said 
Wednesday. 

The Divvy program currently has 
300 docking stations and 3,000 bicycles. The 
original plan called for ramping up to 4,750 
bikes and 475 stations this year, with the ex- 
pansion extending Divvy stations to Touhy 
Avenue on the north, 75th Street on the south 
and as far west as Pulaski Road. The program 
initially focused on the downtown area. 

Once a total of 475 docking stations 
are in operation, the bike-share program 
will expand from a current service area of 
47-5 square miles in 18 wards to 87 square milesin 
31 wards, Scales said. It would become the 
largest bike-sharing program in North Ameri- 
cain terms of number of stations, city officials 
said, adding that Montreal currently operates 
450 Stations.

Bike-sharing service Divvy has announced plans for 175 new stations in spring 
2015, giving it a total service area of 87 square miles covering 31 wards. 
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The Divvy public-private partnership is 
supported by $25 million in federal funding 
and $6.25 million in local matches. 

Major goals of the bike-share program in- 
clude reducing traffic congestion in the cen- 
tral business district and providing an alter-

lil. regulators questioned 
about medical marijuana

Medical marijuana investors grilled public 
officials Wednesday for any scrap of informa- 
tion they could get about applying for state 
licenses before they must fork over up to 
$25,000 for the privilege. 

Nearly 300 people turned out at a public 
meeting to ask state regulators about the pro- 
cess to apply to grow, dispense or use medical 
marijuana. 

Questions ranged from the highly techni- 
cal—someone asked if it’s OK to use vapor- 
ized sulfur on marijuana—to the constitu- 
tional, such as whether it’s legal to prohibit 
owners of medical marijuana businesses from 
also being customers. 

State officials answered what questions they 
could but noted that the state law and the rules 
for implementing it don’t cover everything. 

“What we are looking for is the best plan 
you can give us,” said Ray Watson, general 
counsel for the Illinois Department of Agri- 
culture. “We do not want to restrain the cre- 
ativity of the industry.” 

Each business entity may apply for a permit 
to operate up to five dispensaries and three 
cultivation centers out of the 21 grow centers 
and 60 retail shops that the state will autho- 
rize. Regulators will choose which applicants 
get permits through a scoring system based on 
business, security and cultivation plans along 
with numerous other factors. 

Business applications, due Sept. 22, require 
fingerprints, background checks and tax re- 
turns for owners, and detailed business plans. 


Patient applications will be taken starting 
next month and must include a doctor’s rec- 
ommendation that the drug will provide relief 
from one of about three dozen specified medi- 
cal conditions. None of the applications will 
be made public. 

State officials also will certify private and 
state laboratories to test the marijuana for 
various strains and potency. The state does 
not have plans, though, to certify training pro- 
grams for doctors, as one questioner proposed. 

Several questions addressed the issue of 
foods that contain marijuana, which are pop- 
ular in other states that already have medi- 
cal marijuana. Marijuana edibles may take all 
kinds of forms, from brownies to “medicinal 
chocolate,” but regulators said they cannot 
be made to look like commercial candy, like a 
Baby Ruth or Butterfinger. 

All marijuana, including edibles, must be 
produced and put in sealed packages at the 
cultivation centers, so several entrepreneurs 
questioned how they would let customers see, 
smell and touch their products. Any package 
opened as a sample must be disposed of within 
aweek, regulators said. 

One practice that regulators discouraged 
was having the same owners or key figures, 
such as master growers, listed on applications 
for more than the allotted limit of facilities. 
Officials said they are trying to prevent con- 
centrating the industry in too few hands. 

With the application process just getting 
underway, medical marijuana is not expected 
to be available until spring.

Three women were among the 11 people shot 
and killed in Chicago in the past week, repre- 
senting an uptick in female homicide 
victims, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data found. 

An 84-year-old woman was fa- 
tally shot Tuesday in the 900 block of 
West 31st Street in Bridgeport, police said. Two 
days earlier, a 29-year-old woman was shot and 
killed in the 400 block of West 104th Street in 
Roseland, according to officials. 

On Saturday, a 16-year-old girl was fatally 
shot in the 7200 block of South Laflin Street 
in West Englewood, police said. The Bridge- 
port and Roseland cases were domestic while 
the West Englewood incident was a drive-by 
shooting, police said. 

There have been 33 female homicide victims 
so far this year, comprising 13.1 percent of 251 
homicide victims, according to RedEye data. 

Last year, there were 52 female victims, 
comprising 11.8 percent out of 440 homicide 
victims. 

In the past week, gunshot homicides were 
logged in Auburn Gresham, Douglas, East 
Garfield Park, Humboldt Park, South Deer- 
ing and South Shore, according to police in- 
formation. 

On Saturday, there was a double homicide 
in Logan Square. A 16-year-old boy and 21-year- 
old man were fatally shot in the 2300 block of 
North Springfield Avenue, police said. 

Logan Square has loose borders of Diversey 
Avenue on the north, Bloomingdale Avenue on 
the south, the Chicago River on the east and 
Metra Milwaukee District tracks on the west. 

Logan Square has logged six homicides so 
far this year, tied with Grand Boulevard, Great- 
er Grand Crossing, New City, Rogers Park and 
West Pullman for the 14th highest toll among 
Chicago’s 77 community areas. The Northwest 
Side community area recorded five homicides 
last year, up from two homicides in 2012, ac- 
cording to RedEye data. 

Citywide, 26 homicides have been logged 
so far this month. Fifty-three homicides were 
recorded in August 2013, RedEye determined.

Milshire Hotel residents 
settie with management

Residents of the beleaguered Milshire Ho- 
tel agreed Wednesday to move out by 5 p.m. 
Sept. 2 in exchange for $4,000 per unit and 
a promise that owners of the single-room oc- 
cupancy building will not attempt to collect 
back rent. 

“I can’t wait to get out of there,” said Jen- 
nie Morales, who said she has lived at the 
Milshire off and on for 21 years and does not 
have solid plans for somewhere to move next 
month. “I’m glad it’s over.” 

Tenants of the Milshire, 2525 N. Milwaukee 
Ave., have been tussling with management 
since April, when residents were notified of 
plans to sell the building and told to vacate. 
Some residents stayed and formed a tenants 
union, arguing that they had not been given 
proper eviction notices and that conditions 
at the building were so bad that making 
them leave would be a public hazard. About 
18 residents remain in the building, said Tim 
Mahnke, Milshire tenant and president of the 
tenants union. 

“I’m just anxious and relieved to get this 
over with,” Mahnke said Wednesday. Mahnke 
plans to move in with his father after leaving 
the Milshire. 

Single-room occupancy buildings gener- 
ally lease small rooms with shared bathrooms 
and kitchens for extremely low rents. Activ- 
ists characterize SROs as the “last stop before 
homelessness” and fear that the buildings are 
endangered by developers who buy the build- 
ings, evict the tenants, renovate and rent out 
rooms at market rates. 

An ordinance passed by the City Council 
last month prohibits the city from issuing per- 
mits for SRO redevelopment for six months

or until updated SRO regulation is passed. 

In the meantime, if all goes according to 
plan, the Milshire will stand empty after La- 
bor Day. But the Milshire saga isn’t over—a 
rumored sale to controversial developer Mark 
Fishman still may be in the works, and the city 
has filed a legal complaint against the building 
for its extreme bed bug infestation. 

“I think the ultimate outcome of what the 
Milshire is going to look like is still going to 
be in contention,” said Mark Swartz of the 
Lawyers’ Committee for Better Housing, who 
represented the Milshire tenants union in le- 
gal proceedings.

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Jackie Robinson West 
traces success to 
decadeslong tradition

Bill Haley, director of Jackie Robinson West 
Little League, has one word to describe the 
league his father, Joseph, started in 1971. 

“Tradition. We have a strong tradition that 
we're proud of,” Haley said. “I think that tradi- 
tion has allowed us to last over a generation.” 

Fans have marveled at what Jackie Rob- 
inson West has done the past few seasons. 
Most see a group of boys having fun play- 
ing a game they love. Beyond that, there’s a 
lot that goes on with putting a competitive 
brand on the field. 

The travel schedule, the practices, the 
games themselves and a financial commit- 
ment are just part of what make the pro- 
gram work. 

JRW has more than 300 players who com- 
prise 30 teams. The players range from ’Fball 
(age 4) all the way up to Junior League (14-18). 
The team on TV this past week is in between. 

“Some people get the impression that the 
team that is seen on TV is the entire pro- 
gram,” Haley said. “That group is the Major 
League program, the 10- to 12-year-olds. 
They’re a select team out of the eight teams 
in the league.” 

The JRW season starts in late April and 
ends in late June. The Little League World 
Series qualifying process starts shortly after. 

Haley, a 47-year-old CTA dispatcher, said 
there’s a considerable time commitment. 

‘At this age group [the Major League 
traveling team], they play between 16 and 
18 games per year,” he said. “Two or three 
games a week with a couple of practices dur- 
ing the week. The commitment is four to 
five days a week.” 

He said the parents are on board with 
what the program tries to accomplish.

“We get positive feedback from parents,” 
Haley said. “They like it that the kids have 
structure and something to do after school.” 

The annual registration fee is $120 per 
child, which covers equipment and uni- 
forms. However, players are responsible for 
their own gloves. 

“We don’t turn players away,” he said. “If 
there’s a need, we won't turn a kid away.” 

Jackie Robinson West also has a league 
called the Challenger League, which is 
geared toward kids with disabilities. 

“This year, we had 25 kids on two differ- 
ent teams,” Haley said. “That gives them 
the opportunity to experience the fun and 
excitement of Little League.” 

Due to the recent success of the JRW’s 
traveling team, the program’s popularity 
continues to grow. 

“As the young men play in Williamsport, 
I’m getting texts and email every day about 
kids who want to join up,” Haley said. “Kids 
want to give Little League a shot.”

Mo’ne: Is she great only by defeating boys?

In five days, Mo’ne Davis has gone from a statisti- 
cal footnote in Little League history to the title 
character in the most captivating U.S. sports story of 
the summer. 

The 18th girl to play in the Little League World 
Series now is the first active Little Leaguer to make 
the cover of Sports Illustrated. She has been talked 
about on network TV newscasts and NPR, made the 
front page of the Philadelphia Inquirer six straight 
days and been featured in the New York Times sports 
section three times since pitching a two-hit shutout 
in her Little League World Series debut Friday. 

The 13-year-old’s celebrity nevertheless developed 
mostly organically and justifiably, based on how 
masterfully and overpoweringly she pitched Friday. She 
became the first girl to throw a Little League World Se- 
ries shutout when she was still essentially anonymous. 

Yet it is impossible to avoid the feeling that, like 
many female athletes in team sports, the legitimacy 
of her achievements is not intrinsic but owes to her 
having done it against boys, that girls and women are 
rarely appreciated for their greatness in competition 
against their own gender. 

“We can accept women athletes’ greatness even 
without putting them up against the standard of men, 
but we still think of them as subpar to the greatest 
in men’s sports,” said Vicki Michaelis, director of the 
sports media program at the University of Georgia. 

Olympic softball champion Jessica Mendoza, past 
president of the Women’s Sports Foundation, said 
that has changed—but only to a degree. 

“There are still great female athletes who are 
accepted on their own terms, and we are light years 
from the days of Billie Jean King having to beat 
Bobby Riggs to get respect, but they are still few and 
far between true athletic accomplishments getting 
recognized on the stage they deserve,” Mendoza

wrote in an email. 

“Mo’ne deserves all the attention she is getting, but 
my fear is the message we are sending young girls is 
that for the masses to recognize a dominant perfor- 
mance {or performances], you've got to beat the boys.” 

This can be viewed it through another prism: 
Mo’ne Davis has thrown the old schoolyard taunt, 
“You throw like a girl,” back in the faces of those who 
use that putdown of girls to be critical of boys. 

That makes Davis an empowering figure, quite a 
position for a girl about to begin eighth grade. That 
she is an African-American girl in a sport where A fri- 
can-American participation has declined precipitous- 
ly adds to her being seen as an inspirational figure, like 
the boys on Chicago’s Jackie Robinson West team. 

Holly Swyers, associate professor of anthropology 
at Lake Forest College and author of “Wrigley Regu- 
lars,” which studied community in the bleachers, said 
Davis has made the most of a spotlight that always 
shines on the mound. 

“As a pitcher, her performance is highly visible; a 
position player might have excellent defense or be 
a home run threat, but their moments of glory are 
more fleeting relative to a pitcher like Davis who 
takes command of a game,” Swyers wrote in an email. 
“So here we have a young woman in a high profile 
position, dominating a field where our culture says 
women are not supposed to succeed.” 

What Davis has said she most wants to accomplish 
is playing basketball for the University of Connecticut 
women, who won an eighth national championship in 
April. She clearly knows something about greatness.

How the turtles got their tune-u 


Los Angeles Times 
How do you build a better turtle? Or, to be more 
specific, a better teenage ninja turtle? 

Since its dawn as a comic book in 1984, the 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles franchise has 
continually evolved. The latest movie, which 
opened earlier this month, has pushed that 
further, using new digital technology to fuse 
real-life actors to animated turtles. 

“It’s kind of the first time in the 18 years that 
I’ve been at ILM that a project has grabbed me 
in such an intense way,” said Pablo Helman, a 
visual effects supervisor at Industrial Light & 
Magic, the Lucasfilm company that handles 
dozens of big spectacle movies. 

Helman and his crew worked on the Jonathan 
Liebesman-directed movie for more than 2% 
years, starting with artists’ sketches, moving 
on to clay models, computer simulations and 
animation and ending with the motion-capture 
versions of the four turtles. 

Here are some key points that guided the 
ILM crew along the way. 


History played its part 


The task was to create something that would 


please longtime fans while bringing in a new 
generation raised on computer simulation. 
“Everyone has their idea of what these 
characters look like. Every time you introduce 
something new, there is going to be some 
backlash,” producer Andrew Form said. 


Shape the characters 

to the actors 

The performances of real-life actors were 
crucial in getting the look and movement of the 
turtles. Motion-capture technology was used so 
the performances mix actual movement with 
computer simulation. 

ILM designed motion-capture suits for the 
actors to wear, including a relative shell as well 
as a helmet with an HD camera on each side. 
Each actor had around 138 sensors on his face.

Unlike most other action franchises, “Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles” is at heart a comedy, 
which means that there’s extensive comic 
dialogue. This presents particular challenges for 
animators. It pushes the demand for detail—

the ILM artists had to be acutely aware of how 
the actors playing the turtles pronounce words 
and use vocal inflections. That was crucial to the 
process, say the filmmakers: Don't let the look 
overwhelm the movie. 

“There are so many tools that if not used 
properly will alienate an audience,” Liebesman 
said. “They'll just give up on the movie.”
